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| Attorney General William 
| Saxbe will resign his posi- 
| tion to succeed Daniel P. Moy- 
; nihan as U.S. ambassador to 
India, informed sources said 
yesterday.- 

Saxbe, who has served as 
Attorney General for less than 
a year and who is the fifth 
person to hold that job in the 
past 2 y 2 years, would be the 
first Cabinet-level official to 
resign since President Ford 
took office last August. 

In Columbus, Ohio, where 
he was attending the funeral 
of a friend, Saxbe declined to 
comment on news reports that 
he will soon resign. Saxbe told 
reporters that the White 
House would make an an- 
nouncement “possibly later in 
the week” or “there might be 
nothing.” 


A spokesman for the Justice 
Department declined to com* 
ment last evening when asked 
if Saxbe is resigning. In the 
past, the department has is- 
sued denials in response to in- 
I creasingly frequent inquiries 
about Saxbe’s. plans to resign. 
Its refusal to do so last night 
was considered significant. 

Saxbe, 58, became Attorney 
General Jan. 4, replacing act- 
| ing Attorney General Robert 
| H. Bork who took control of 
the department in October 
1973, after Elliot L. Richard- 
son resigned rather than obey 
an order from President 
Nixon to fire Watergate Spe- 
cial Prosecutor Archibald Cox. 

Moynihan is expected to re- 
sign as ambassador to India to 
resume his position at Har- 
vard University in time for 
the spring semester, which be- 
gins in February. His leave of 
absence is up then,, and if he 
does not return, he will lose 
his tenure. 


Saxbe told reporters in Co- 
| iumbus yesterday that he had 
met with President Ford for 
“some length” earlier in the 
week. After that meeting, 
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about his plans that he would 
not resign as Attorney Gen- 
eral unless offered another 
position equally “challenging. 
One of Saxbe’s top aides, who 
was present for the conversa- 
tion, said yesterday that Sax- 
be’s response then indicated a 
change from his earlier state- 
ments that he would not re- 
sign. 

On Monday night, Saxbe ap- 
peared at a dinner at the In- 
dian embassy where he told 
another Washington Post re- 
porter, Dorothy McCardle, “I 
would like to be ambassador 
to India. We have been to In- 
dia five times in the' past five 
years, and I find it endlessly- 
fascinating.” Well-informed 
government officials con- 
firmed yesterday that Saxbe 
would be nominated to suc- 
ceed Moynihan. 

Rumors have circulated in 


the Senate in 1968 by then 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller to 
fill the unexpired term of the 
late Sen. Robert F. Kennedy.
